Decreasing revenue 
because of changing travel 
technology presents issues 
for keeping budget afloat.

A four-month study designed to 
measure Coloradans’ appetite for 
overhauling how the state pays 
for roads offers a glimpse of the 
challenges that await as changing 
technology erodes the clout of 
gasoline taxes. 

The study enlisted 150 drivers 
to evaluate the prospect of calcu- 
lating state transportation taxes 
based on the miles they drive. 
Several concerns emerged from 
the broadly positive results, in- 
cluding privacy concerns stem- 
ming from the program’s use of 
GPS, the challenge of collecting 
revenue from out-of-state motor- 
ists traveling through Colorado 
and the appearance of punishing 
drivers of electric or fuel-sipping 
vehicles.

Transgender 
recruits to be 
allowed Jan. 1

WASHINGTON» Transgender recruits 
will be allowed to enlist in the military 
beginning Jan. 1, the Pentagon said 
Monday, as President Donald Trump’s 
ordered ban suffered another legal set- 
back. 

The new policy reflects the difficult 
hurdles the federal government would 
have to cross to enforce Trump’s de- 
mand this year to bar transgender indi- 
viduals from the military. 

Two federal courts have ruled against 
the ban, and on Monday a federal judge 
denied a government request to set 
aside the January start date for enlist- 
ment. 

In October, U.S. District Judge Col- 
leen Kollar-Kotelly barred the Trump 
administration from proceeding with 
its plan to exclude transgender people 
from military service. Part of the effect 
of the ruling was that the military 
would be required to allow transgender 
people to enlist beginning Jan. 1. 

The government had asked Kollar- 
Kotelly to put the Jan. 1 date on hold
